"Ta.i incomes," would be the 
Certain and almost unanimous response, 


At present the federal government is 
ipported by dnties and taxes on con- 


sumption. This compels the man with 


family but without property to pay 


more taxes than the rich man with no 
'amily, but with much property to pro- 
»ct. It is in effect a per capita tax o: 
abotit $7 on all consumers for the sup- 
port of government, with $15 or $20 
idtk'd for the support of trusts and mil 
ioniiire pauper industries. Undoubtedly 
under the present system, from one 
tenth to one-fifth of the earnings of those 
whose incomes are less than $1,000 is 
token in the form of federal taxation 
while from those whose incomes exceed 
(10,090 not 1 j«r cent is so taken. 


If the poor and the rich were to con 


tribute according to their abilities auc 
n proportion to the benefits receivec 
from the government, it improbable tha 


larger percentage of the incomes o 


:he rich than of tue poorwould be taken 
in taxation 
Thus a man with an in 


come of $50,000 could live royally if only 
one-half of it were left him, but the man 
whose income is only $400 must pind 
and perhaps starve if half of it be taken 
in taxation. 


No income tax can be miule so effect 


ive ae to make the rich carry their ful 
share of the burden of taxation.. On 
might, however, do much to relieve th 
staggering load on the poor. In 1891 th 
New York Tribune published a list o 
over 4.000 millionaires in this country 
As some were rated at overijUOO,000,flO( 
each and many at more than $20,000,000 
it is safe to say that there are now (afte 
three years of McKinley trust fattonin 
legislation) 6,000 persons worth an aver 
age of about $4,000,000 each. At 5 pe 
cent the average income of these woul 
be$200,000. An income tax of 10 percent 
if paid in full by these 5,000 citizens 
would produce a revenue of $100,000,000 
As, however, a large proportion of thes 
fortunes is invested -in idle lands an 
lots and producing no income excep 
from the increase in hind values, whic 
does not show itself until the land i 
sold, these investors, though they ma 
double their wealth every 10 years 
would seldom be found paying an in 
come tax. 


Railroad wreckers are another clas 


that would largely escape any incorn 
tax. -Many others of these wealthy cit 
zens would kick and squirm out of pay 
ing the income tax. In fact, it may b 
stated generally that this class of citi 
zens in their mad rush for wealth ha 
acquired business habits which leave n 
time for the cultivation of patriotism o 
consideration of country, unless th 
country can be "worked" so as to yiei 
more revenue for themselves.

with them it becomes a duty to avoid b 
perjury, if necessary, the payment 
taxes of any kind. It would not be'saf 
to count on more than $10', 000,000 from 
an income tax on these 5.000 million 
aires. 


There are probably 10 times as man 


persons with incomes one-tenth as larg 
As the government could probably catc 
twice as large a percentage of their in 
comes, a tax of 5 per cent on the 50,0 
persons with average incomes of $20,01 
wonld produce an annual revenue 
$10,000,000. A 5 per cent tax on the 100 
000 with incomes of $10,000, on the 200 
000 with incomes of $5,000 and on tl 
500,000 more with incomes of over$2,OI 
ought to add $60,000,000. making $30 
000,000, from a tax which would not en 
ter the homes of the ordinary farmer o 


A tax on consumption taxes a man ac 
cording to what he eats ami woars, an 
dm» it continues to pursue him eve 
when he is out of work and is eating 
his past savings. One of the beauties 
an income tax is that it ceases to tex 
man as soon as his income has ciech'nec 
to the minimum amount taxed.

The de- 
cision of the lower court allowed the 
plaintiffs $14,418.86, with interest to 
the amount of $1,303.94, making a 
total of 815,022.90. This was not 
satisfactory to either of the parties 
to the suit, both of whom appealed. 
The records In the case are so vol- 
uminous that they make up two vol- 
umes of 913 pages.
